The 
mariners compass’ was not invented un- 
til the beginning of the fourteenth cen-

Their writings were, doubth , rude 
and imperfect at first in point of _me- 
chanical execution. The fragments of 


Sanchoniatho are said to be the most 
ancient monuments of writing after the 
books of Moses, Sanchoniatho was 
cotemporary with Joshua about 1440. 
years before the advent of the Savior, 
and 500 before. the cities of Attica were 
united by Theseus. 
The Phoenicians, (Canaanites of 
scripture,) were a commercial people 
in the days of Abraham. In the time 
of the Hebrew Judges they had begun 
to colonize. Their first settlements 
were Cyprus and Rhodes, thence'they 
passed into Greece, Sicily and Spain; 
and they formed establishments also oa 
the western coast of Africa. Ay 
The Sidonians carried on an exten- 
sive commerce in the time of the ‘Pro- 
jan war.
